Time to Make Hay 


If there ever was a time when road 
.supervisors could “make hay while 
the sun shines” it is now. 
A fter the 
heavy drenching 
ra ins, there is no 
doubt but that a day’s work with a 
road drag would accomplish more 
than fifty loads of gravel. 
Further­ 
more, the practice of “ throwing on” 
gravel as is done in Hush county 
accomplishes little and at the same 
time is a great inconvenience to the 
travelers. 
# 


Even if the gravel were smoothed 
out on the road after it is dumped, 
the improvement would be a hundred 
per cent great value. 
As it is done 
now, the gravel is dumped from the 
wagons and there it lies for vehicles 
to smooth it oft’ and level it down. 
•What is the resultf 
When the gravel 
finally has been worn down, there is 
a little rut or gulley between each 
load of gravel where they did 
not 
join. 
A great improvement could be 
accomplished, too, if some of the 
larger rocks were removed from tha 
gravel. 
They do no earthly good ex­ 
cept to jolt persons traveling along 
the road almost out of their vehicles. 


There is a road near dowdy which 
furnishes an excellent example. 
The 
gravel has been dumped indiscrim­ 
inately along the road 
until 
it is 
practically impassable in the center 
where the gravel 
was 
unloaded. 
Gravel costs money. 
With half the 
sum expended for gravel each fall 
there isn’t the least bit of doubt bu 
that the roads could be put in much 
better condition with a sensible ant 
sane use of the road drag all seasons 
of the year. 


Hail the day when the road drag 
is appreciated and will come inio 
general use in Hush countv.
